FURTHER DETAILS OF 
THE CASBOR TRAGEDY 

The particulars.to hand at ¥ 
present re, the murder 
near Castor are of a very me- 

nature, So far as we have 
able to ascertain up to 
now. the story is as follows: 

“Carlson and Merritt were near 
neighbors and apparently on ve- 
ry good terms. Merritt’s bpo- 
ther, who Jived with the murder 
ed man, came in to Castor on 
Monday last to transact some 
business, and liam Carlson, 
who is charged with the crime, 
went over to Merritt's house to 
spend the night theré while the 
brother was away, 

The two men went to bed at 
a reasonably early hour, and 

Carlson states that he slept 
soundly until about five or six 
o'clock,’ on Tuesday morning. 
Carlson” woke first and roused 
Merritt and asked him if he 
intended to get up. Merritt 
said that he would stay where 
he was for a little time. Carl- 
son then got out of bed and 
partly dressed himself when he 
caught sight of an axe against 
the wall of the room. He look- 
ed from the axe to Merritt on 
the bed, and an idea immediate- 
ly weized him to kill the sleeping 
man. He stole noiselessly — to 
where the axe was, and, Prasp- 
ing it, crept back to the side of 
the bed across from where _ his 
victim was slumbering — and, 
without any warning whatever, 
struck him several murderous 
blows with the ‘back of the 
Weapon, and than to make sure 
of his deadly blows, he turned 
the axe an striking one blow 
across the already A te man’s 
throat, nearly severed the head 
from the body.
